Based upon what the applicant has submitted and the staff analysis in this report, staff
offers the following findings:

The applicant has failed to demonstrate that there is a peculiar condition facing the
property because the lot is of a standard size and configuration to neighboring lots
that were part of the same lot split. The lot is not encumbered by hillside or flood issues.

The applicant has failed to demonstrate that the strict application of the MCZO to the
applicant’s property has caused undue physical hardship that prevents the
development of the property. There are alternatives available to the property, such
as rebuilding the garage addition on the east side of the garage to be compliant with
existing setbacks, thus variance is not warranted.

The applicant has failed to demonstrate the peculiar condition / physical hardship is
not self-created in the line of title in that the garage addition was originally built
without a permit and the garage itself does not access the front of the parcel.
